COMMITTEE INOEEASED ITS BID, 


This I* 'For the Mu'ln Line Which Will 


B« Sold Monday—The 
KHUSUS Brunch 


Will Not Be Disposed of Until About 


' the Middle of December According to 


* Agreement. 


Washington, Oct. 27. — Government 


officials are reticent 
about the new 


proposition of the Union Pacific reor- 
ganization committee, but that the re- 
port is accurate is fully borne out by 
ci rcum s tanc es. 
This proposition is understood to be 


an increase- of the original guarantee 
bid of $50,000,000 to a sum sufficient to 
cover the full amount of the govern- 
ment's claim against the Union Pacific 
road proper, which, on Oct. 1, aggre- 
gated $58,067,398. 


This includes the 
principal of the 


debt, which amounts to ?27,230,512, and 
the balance of the interest paid by the 
United States, amounting to ?30,830,- 
886. 
This represents the full amount 


of the Union Pacific's obligations to 
the government. The sale of this line 
will be proceeded with as finally in- 
tended about Nov. 1. 


As to the Kansas Pacific road the 


committee withdraws the 
guarantee 


and consents to a postponement of the 
sale to any date io suit the convenience 
of the government. The debt of the 
Kansas Pacific 'to the government ag- 
gregates nearly $13,000,000, o£'which all 
but $6,303,000 is principal and the re- 
mainder unpaid interest. 


The net result of the new arrange- 


ment, so far as concerns the Union Pa- 
cific, is regarded by officials as high- 
ly advantageous to the government, as 
it secures all it has ever claimed to be 
due it, and renders it practically cer- 
tain that a very large share of the debt 
of the Kansas Pacific will be realized. 


Will Be Sold uMondny.
